from William H. Johnston, head of the 
organization, produced a sen&atlon in 
official labor circles 
The 
move, 
it 


was pointed out, is the most radical , 
departure from the policies of organ- j 
ized labor in America taken in years j 
and assumes political 
independence 


because it comes from the third larg- 
est union in the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Next to the miners, it is regarded 


as the most powerful body affiliated 
with the federation 
Also it consti- 


tutes, in effect, a repudiation of Sam- 
uel Gompers' stand on European labor. 


In making his announcement John- 


ston said. 


"The question of future wars rests 


in the hands of the skilled mechanics 
and the other metal workers of the 
world. They are the men who make 
the death dealing devices of war. If 
they should cease making these de- 
vices, war would cease. 


"To stop the transportation of muni- 


tions in opposition to war is futile so 
long as munitions continue 
to 
be 


made. 


"Modern wars are fought with ma- 


chinery which is created and fash- 
ioned by the hands of machinists and 
their related, craftsmen in all coun- 
tries, who in light of recent events 
must bear the responsibility for fu- 
ture wars. 


"We believe that the world's peace 


and safety rests in skilled hands of 
the world's artisans who fashion steel 
and Iron into armaments and muni- 
tions of war. 


"We believe this power, wisely used, 


will do more to abolish forever the 
menace of war than the efforts of all 
the statesmen and diplomats in the 
world." 


Johnston said his organization will 


request the International Federation 
of Trade Unions to arrange the con- 
ference if proposes. 


Samuel Gompers In his recent state- 


ment, repudiating European labor, an- 
nounced that the American Federation 
would sever connection with this In- 
ternational Federation on account of 
its bolshevist tendencies. 


"Mr. Gompers' statement on rela- 


tions with European labor is not the 
position of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, nor is it the posi- 
tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor 
It is Gompers' position only, and 


he has always been reactionary." 


At its recent convention in Roches- 


ter, N. Y., the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists declared for the rec- 
ognition of the soviet government of 
Russia.

Night Before Big Crowd 


Republicans staged a double bill be- 


fore a packed house at the Sixth 
Street theatre Wednesday night and, 
in the language of the theatrical -world 
it "went over big." Miss Rose Moriar- 
ity, Cleveland, and J. Forest Witten, 
Toledo, played the stellar roles as 
"understudies" to Frank B. 
Willis, 


who was unable to appear here owing 
to the critical illness of his father. 
About an equal division of men and 
women in the audience, which filled 
the theatre from pit to dome, demon- 
strated the political amalgamation of 
the sexes brot about by the suffrage 
amendment. The amalgamation of tha 
men and women's glee clubs on the 
stage also showed that hereafter the 
male and female is to work hand in 
hand in governmental affairs. • 


T. L. Montgomery, who presided at 


the meeting, expressed deepest regret 
over the fact that former Governor 
Willis had been summonsed to the bed- 
side of his father, stricken with apo- 
plexy. Miss Mary McClure, leader of 
the women's Republican organization 
of Coshocton-co, Introduced Miss Mor- 
iarity, who quickly won the admira- 
tion and applause of the big audience 
She makes no attempts at oratorical 
flights but in a clear, well-modulated 
voice she proved to be a "spell-bind- 
er" of the first water and set forth 
the Republican issues of this import- 
ant campaign In a clear-cut, humorous 
and entertaining manner. Miss Mor- 
iarity, who claims Elyrla as her home 
town, has long taken a leading part 
in public affairs and has been actively 
connected with the suffrage and tem- 
perance movements.
